The first of a series of annual ap- 
pearances in Hollywood Bowl took 
place during the summer of 1949, and 
music which the Chorale has inter- 
preted has ranged from songs by 
George Gershwin to Handel’s Mes- 
siah. This 24-voice group also parti- 
cipated in London’s Coronation festi- 
vities and had the distinction of being 
the only American singing group to 
receive such an invitation, From this 
performance in London’s Royal Fes- 
tival Hall, the chorus embarked on 
its first European tour, 

Guiding rule for Mr. Wagner’s 
choice of singers is selectivity. Those 
auditioned are subject to rigid vocal 
tests and written examinations. If 
accepted, they adhere rigidly to a 
heavy rehearsal schedule. 

Held Double Status 

The Chorale was originally formed, 
and functioned for a long while, as 
one of the youth choruses of the Los 
Angeles’ Bureau of Music, for which 
Wagner was once youth chorus super- 
visor. For some time it “doubled” 


“\{. as an amateur and a_ professional 


group, but demands for professional 
appearances grew until it could no 
longer do justice to both its avoca- 
tional and its amateur status as a city- 
sponsored unit, 

Size of the group varies from 10 
to 200 singers as the score requires. 
Sixteen full-time professionals com- 
prise a nucleus but Wagner utilizes a 
non-contract group to supplement the 
regulars for special concert perform- 
ances of major works at Hollywood 
Bowl and Philharmonic Auditorium 
with the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
Orchestra, Large or small, however, 
the group performs under the trade 
name of the Roger Wagner Chorale,

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Critics Bare Views on Censorship: 
Blast Hollywood-Broadway Codes 


The current controversy over movie 
censorship has risen often before. This 
time, a Catholic church leader, the 
Movie Production Code, and the film 
‘Baby Doll have all become entangled in 
a discussion of moral qualities of films. 
This discussion is important to us as 
Catholic college students who must be 
aware of the complexities of this and 
future situations. 


Though Baby Doll was passed 
by the Movie Production Code 
New York’s Cardinal Spellman 
condemned it as morally evil. 


Commonweal adds this note to the 
Cardinal's ban: ‘The Cardinal spoke 
with the voice of spiritual authority. 
Those who accept that authority are 
bound by their own religious under- 
standing to obey it. . . Of course, the 
Legion of Decency has utterly con- 
demned the film. . . Other bishops may 
let the Legion’s rating speak for itself.” 


America wonders ‘“‘that this fetid 
movie got the approval of the Code.” 
In an article discussing the standards of 
this Production guide, America consid- 
ers certain passages from the Code and 
parallels them with remarks from Daily 
Variety ‘“‘whose concern it is to push, 
not to censor, movies.’’ Says America: 
“Even the Daily Variety account which 
is trying to peddle the film as ‘rare screen 
art’ is constrained to admit that ‘a lot 
of people will be wondering how Baby 
Doll got by the Code office in the first 
place.’ ”’ 


But a lot of people are attending 
the controversial film, “partly be- 
cause of the notoriety,” says Life. 
A poll conducted by that magazine 
found viewers sharply divided in 
their reactions. Comments ranged 
from “a world-wide truth” to “com- 
pletely false.”

One Catholic 
woman even remarked: ‘Very good, 
and not immoral. . . I believe people 
must make up their own minds.” 

Commonweal reaches a conclusion 
which might well be considered by all 
of us. In a recent editorial, this maga- 
zine evaluates Hollywood's special re- 
sponsibility in the matter of advertising. 
“If, in the case of Baby Doll,’’ the ed- 
itor writes, “its producers consider it 
a serious and artistic treatment of an 
adult theme, they have no business ad- 
vertising it the way they have.” 

We have a right to expect moral 
standards, artistic integrity and a 
sense of responsibility from Holly- 
wood. No doubt, too, says Com- 
monweal again, we can expect 
more adult themes to be handled 
in movies. 

Therefore, ‘‘public confidence in the 
aesthetic competence as well as in the 
moral training of evaluating groups will 
become more essential than ever.”

According to Days of Week

“I was told that nothing ever happens except a few minor 
cases like cuts and bruises,’’ remarked Miss Jeanice Fox when 


questioned about what she had 


anticipated as the college nurse. 


Smiling, she recalled the cases of measles and mumps she en- 
countered in her first week on duty last February. 


But now, with a year's ex- 
perience behind her, she's quick 
to agree that Clarke girls remain 
amazingly healthy. 


When Miss Fox finishes her ex- 
aminations and takes her comprehen- 
sive tests in sociology next week she 
will turn over her, thermometer and 
pharmacy key to Miss Ann Lassance, 
Milwaukee, who will assume the duties 
of resident nurse while she completes 
work for her bachelor of arts degree. 


Miss Fox, a graduate of St. Mary’s 
School of Nursing in Rochester, 
Minn., plans to return to Clarke in 
June to receive her diploma. 


Classifies Illnesses 
Discussing her methods of diagno- 
sis and prescription at Clarke, Miss 
Fox revealed that she classifies ill- 
nesses into categories according to the 
days of the week. 


The first, she says, is the “Monday- 
morning-misery.”” 


‘One sure sign of 


the onslaught of this disease is the 
sight of a collegian, suitcase in hand, 
waiting for a taxi on Friday after- 
noon. But the first real symptoms 
aren’t visible until the student returns 
on Sunday evening, signs in and 
feebly makes her way to her room.
